BRUTAL EXHIBITION.,
A Savage Prize Fight Near Fitishurg,

miles from Pittsburg. Moran had decided-
ly the worst of it in the early part of the
fight, but in the seventy-ninth round McCoy
sprained his right wrist in a glancing blow
on Moran's ribs, and during the remainder
of the encounter fought av great disadvan-
tage. In the 1lith ronpd Moran struck
McCoy & sledge hammer bLlow uunder the
right ear, prostrating and blinding
bim, MeCoy wtaggered up to the
fime lkeeper and msked biwm for
more Is was broad daylight, but
Moran's blow had so blinded him that he
could hardly see. Time was called and his
seconds shoved him to the scrawch, Mo
bad bardly put up his hands when Moran
dealt him w torrible blow on the chest,
which felled him to the ground and well
nigh rendsred him insenaible, His failure
to to the call of time gave the
fight, by unanimoun oconsent, to ran at
the end of the 11%h round. The fght
lasted one hour and twenty-four minutes,
Buth men are most severely punished.
